‘The meeting started at 10 o'clock in 
the morning, with an exhibition of 
some fine pure bred Jersey cows, fur- 
nished by E. N. Smith and Lf D. 
Persons, two successful Jasper county 
dairymen, and closed with an inter- 
esting inoving picture, illustrating the 
food value of milk, furnished by the 
International Harvester company. 

Using the cows as a means of con- 
crete illustration, F. W. Fitch, dairy 
specialist of thg state college, ex- 
plained to farmers and business men 
how to select the profitable type of 
milk eow, and explained how te make 
profit through the use of home raised 
feeds. He also demonstrated = the 
creain separator as a money-making 
adjunct to the dairy farm. as well as 
illustrating the commercial value of 
butter-fat and the food value of akim 
milk when used with other feeds for 
Other farm animals. 

Jule G. Liddell, hog specialist of the 
state college, followed Mr. Fiteh with 


an interesting and instructive address ; 


on the importance of the hog in the 
Georgia “ussociation farm program 
adopted in Jasper county. Mr. Lia- 
dell discussed breeds, feeds, pastures 
and economic method of housing, fea- 
turing the value of skim milk as a 
supplementary feed for the hog. 

J. F. Bazemore,. agricultural agent 
of the Central of Georgia railroad,
